Hlersu (Lesu or Sansu (Shansu ift^>), is a Loloish language 

of Yunnan Province, China. It is spoken in Xinping, Jinping, 
Zhenyuan, Eshan (as Shansu ill M ),^ and (as Sansu) Yuanjiang 
County. 

Hlersu (autonym: Isrlsil phaJ; exonym: Isrlsil p h oJ\ 
so isu i pha 7 autonym reported in Yunnan (1955)^) is spoken in 13 
townships (50 administrative villages and 143 hamlets) by 4,040 
households and 15,737 persons in Xinping, Yuanjiang, and Eshan 
counties (Xu & Bai 2013:1). 
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
